drive power to bases of two triodes of the DC/AC inverter circuit, respectively, in 
combination with the remaining claimed limitations as called for in independent 
claim 6; and 

• An electronic ballast with life-ended protection including a filament capacitor loop 

used for a lamp filament capacitor circuit includes a capacitor and a thermal resistor 
in parallel, an input of the filament capacitor loop is connected to one end of the 
lamp, an output of said loop is connected to the primary winding of the feedback 
drive transformer, an output of the primary winding is connected to the other end of 
the lamp, the secondary winding of the feedback drive transformer is connected for 
providing a drive power to bases of two triodes of the DC/ AC inverter circuit, 
respectively, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as called for in 
independent claim 7.
